M.G.M. is doing a short subject deal- 
ing with the events leading to the sign- 
ing of the U.S. constitution, and these 
historical events are being juggled in 
such a manner as to level a subtle at- 
tack against the New Deal, without being 
forthright about it. Warners are doing 
a short titled Old Glory, in technicolor, 
which will star Donald Woods and Claire 
Dodd. It will deal with the writing of 
The Star Spangled Banner, 

Some political observers draw the con- 
clusion that films will play a hitherto 
unimagined part in the next electoral 
campaigns, with the hand of William 
Randolph Hearst prominent in’ them.

People’s Health

Sometimes the disease causes 
sympioms directly in the baby after 
birth; in others, no signs are apparent 
for years, even decades. In such instances 
the germs lie dormant in the body tissue 


until some outer irritation makes them 


This is the situation in the case of the 
writer of the letter. The chemical poi- 
soning of the potassium bichromate ac- 
tivized the syphilis germs and. brought 
Alcohol is another means 
of stirring the germs into destructive ac- 
tivity.

known. No headway may be made, but 
the germs can be stopped from causing 
further serious damage.

almost impossible to dislodge them by or- 
dinary methods such as drugs, and re-

Until abcut 20 years ago such cases 
were regarded as hopeless. At that tims 
Dr. Wagner-Jaurreg of Vienna noticed 
that syphilitic patients who were insane 
would show signs of improvement after 
a malarial attack. From this observa- 
tion he developed the technique of treat- 
ing syphilitic insanity by injecting the 
patients with malaria, killing the dis- 


ease after several days with a dosage 
of quinine. 

A large percentage of previously hope- 
less cases were cured or improved. The 
Intense fever combats the syphilitic 
germs and is supposed to kill them. 

Fever therapy in the past few years 
has been successfully applied to many 
patients who although not as yet men- 
do not 


1 espond to ordinary 
treatment. Since the disadvantages of 


tally affectec 
the malarial injegtion are many, special 
fever-producing apparatus has been de- 
veloped which functions with a higher 


degree of efficiency and safety. 


The best known of these machines 1s 
<ettering Hypertherm. Designed in 
the form of an oven, it accommodates ‘all 
of the body except the head, and pro- 
duces the artificial fever. The tempera; 
ture of the body, the moisture in the air, 
the rate of pressure) .and) the’ rate. of 
circulation are all under absolute scien- 
tific control. Another safe treatment 1s 
the ordinary hot bath. 


No person who suffers from an_ in- 
curable disease should let a horrible 
mental or nervous condition ‘creep up’ on 
him. It is an extremely difficult and far 
gone case which will not respond to the 


new methods of treatment. 


It is interesting to reflect on how such 
a person would fare in a Soviet America. 
To begin with he would probably never 
have contracted the disease, for as ] 
have frequently pointed out the plague 
itself would be wiped out by a workers’ 
government. In the second place, his 
parents would have been aware of the 
danger of a hereditary disease, and would:: 
never have saddled him with such a bur- 
den. Bui, if he were to bring the dis+ 
euse with him into a Soviet America as 
a vestige of the old order, there would 
be a number of ways in which it could 
be soon discovered and treated. 


, 


Regular health examinations would, 
bring the disease into the open as a 
known factor. Known to have the dis- 
ease he would never be permitted to 
contact potassium bichromate which 
would serve*to aggravate his condition, 
Finally the proper treatment would have 
been applied immediately upon discov-. 
ery, including the fever treatment if 
necessary, in order that he might be 
speedily cured. 

None of these things have been -ap- 
plied in his present condition because 
the run-around system established in our 


clinics. makes these treatments unavail-. ae 


able for those who cannot pay.
